The agreement ito get back to 
the bargaining table came within 
minutes after the close of separ­ 
ate sessions with industry and un­ 
ion leaders in which Eisenhower 
figuratively 
knocked 
heads 
to­ 
gether. 
The President met first with 
leading steel company executives 
headed by Roger M. Blough, U. S. 
Steel Corp. chairman, then with 
union leaders headed by David J. 
McDonald, president of the United 
Steelworkers. 
He called on them to renew ne­ 
gotiations looking toward a vol­ 
untary settlement of the 78 -day- 
old strike that would be fair and 
just to every one concerned, in­ 
cluding the public. 
“I sincerely hope,” the Presi­ 
dent said in a statement after­ 
ward, “that an agreem ent can be 
initiated 
before 
my 
return 
to 
Washington next week.” He is due 
back Oct. 8 from a trip to Palm 
Springs, Calif., to seek relief from 
a lingering cold. 
Jam es C. Hagerty , the Presi­ 
dent’s press secretary , was asked 
whether this pinned an Oct. 8 
deadline on 
invoking the 
Taft- 
Hartley law to stop the strike for 
8 0 day s by court injunction. 
Hagerty said no government ac­ 
tion whatsoever was discussed by 
the President.

Hagerty replied that he thinks 
Eisenhower’s hope that “an agree­ 
ment can be initiated” by Oct. 8 
was a fairly broad expression.

Donald said one could be reached 
in an hour if both sides really 
tried. 
But neither side indicated much 
change in their far-apart positions 
as a result of their talks with the 
President.

Tig ht Mo ney 
Is Ev ery -da y 
Fa ct Of Life

NEW YORK (AP)—Tight mon­ 
ey is mov ing off the debating plat­ 
form. It’s getting to be an ev ery ­ 
day fact of life. 
If y ou want to buy a new home, 
y ou know about it. If y ou’re look­ 
ing for a new car on time pay ­ 
ments, y ou’re likely to find carry ­ 
ing charges a bit higher. If y ou 
want an instalment loan from 
y our bank to buy a new appli­ 
ance or redecorate y our house, 
it costbs more—and y our credit 
standing is ex amined more close­ 
ly . 
If y ou’re a businessman need­ 
ing a bank loan to carry inv en­ 
tories for the Christmas trade, 
y ou’ll run into higher interest 
charges—and 
may be 
find 
the 
banker 
more 
choosy 
about to 
whom he lends, as he has only 
so much money to parcel out. 
Banks and other lenders say too 
many 
persons—‘including 
Uncle 
Sam—'are wanting to borrow more 
money just now. Americans aren’t 
sav ing as much of their incomes 
as before. So the lenders don’t 
hav e enough funds to meet the 
increased demand. Thus money is 
tight and interest rates rising. 
About the only things now go­ 
ing for less than 5 per cent inter­ 
est are the shortest-term Treas­ 
ury securities. They are com­ 
manding about 4 per cent, higher 
than any time since the bank hol­ 
iday in 1933. 
Tightening of money comes at 
this time of the y ear because 
banks are called upon to finance 


mov ement of crops from farms 
and 
through 
processing plants, 
and because manufacturers bor­ 
row to produce fall and winter 
goods, and merchants borrow to 
buy and carry these goods until 
the Christmas trade—they hope— 
empties their shelv es again. 
The Federal Reserv e Board has 
eased up on credit just enough to 
giv e banks lendable funds for 
what it considers necessary for 
these legitimate seasonal needs, 
but no more, holding that more 
than that would only set off a 
speculativ e boom, breeding place 
for higher prices. 
The board’s fcair of another 
round of inflation is based on sev ­ 
eral things: The general belief 
that the end of the steel strike 
will see a quick spurt in business 
activ ity ; continuing wage hikes in 
other industries than steel; steadi­ 
ly rising instalment debt; slow 
but steady increases in consum­ 
er prices; and the increased de­ 
mand for bank loans. 
After Christmas, the demand 
for funds usually drops, both from 
business 
and 
from 
indiv iduals 
busy pay ing off incurred debts. 
This could ease the credit squeeze 
automatically —unless a big boom 
is under way . 
Many m the stock market seem 
to feel that the board is going to 
win its fight—that tight money 
will head off another inflationary 
spurt. At least, that’s one reason 
giv en for the break in stock 
prices after they were built up 
as a hedge against the inflation 
formerly widely ex pected.

DOYLESTOWN, Pa. (AP) — 
This is the time of the y ear when 
business is booming at Mrs. Mabel 
Brinker’s wiggly waggly worm 
farm. 
Mrs. 
Brinker 
started 
raising 
worms six y ears ago, and now the 
worm farm keeps her tidily sup­ 
plied with spending money . 
She first got the idea of raising 
worms while reading an article on 
organic gardening. She sent for a 
batch — there were sev eral thou­ 
sand — and began raising them in 
the cellar. 
The worms helped her solv e part 
of another problem, too. In the 
rural area where Mrs. Brinker 
liv es, there are no garbage col­ 
lections. She used some of the fam­ 
ily garbage in the box in the cellar 
where she installed the worms, and 
they thriv ed on it. 
“Some of the neighbors told me 
I was crazy when I began raising 
worms,” the 51-y ear-old housewife 
recalls. But she had the last laugh. 
She soon discov ered that worms 
multiply rapidly , and y oungsters in 


the neighborhood soon discov ered 
a conv enient source of worms for 
fishing bait. Word got around, and 
sporting goods stores began asking 
for supplies. Without ev en try ing, 
Mrs. Brinker was in business. 
Last y ear she supplied about 
120,000 worms to stores for bait. 
She charges $8 for 2,000. 
How does she count them? She 
doesn’t. That job is done by her 
11-y ear-old grandson, Bob Cosner 
of nearby Meehanicsv ille. He picks 
them out, one by one, and packs 
them in cartons, earning pocket 
money for himself with his work. 
In addition to the money , Mrs. 
Brinker gets ex cellent potting soil 
as a by product of the worm raising 
v enture. This results from the 
worms burrowing in the soil and 
aerating it. 
Mrs. Brinker’s husband, Lester, 
who is manager of the Bucks 
County Producers Cooperativ e, is 
enthusiastic about her busin e s s 
v enture. In fact, it was he who 
thought up the name, and he put 
up a sign in front of the Brinker 
house adv ertising the farm. 
The worm business has grown 
out of the cellar to the backy ard, 
and Mrs. Brinker is fast running 
out of space for her worm box es.
